Contrary to common expectations, 


the vote at today's primary election 
promises to be light. 
A flying trip 


taken to the various precincts be- 
tween 12:45 and 1:45 at noon showed 
that voting was very light compared 
with the actual voting strength. 


Only 74 per cent of the rate cast 


up to the same hour of the day at the 
September primary in 1922 had been 
recorded today. The 1,180 votes cast 
represent less than 18 per cent of the 
total voting "strength, which was 6,- 
681. The latter was the vote record- 
ed in the 1922 mayoralty election, the 
largest on record In the city. 
At 


the September primary In 1922 the 
vote up to noon was 1,590.

Washington, D. C.—Money, the all- 


Important commodity without which 
a national political 
campaign 
can 


hardly be waged, is giving the man- 
agers of all parties, plenty to -worry 
about. 


TCot only axe campaigns more ex- 


pensive now-a-days than they have 
been but scrutiny of campaign con- 
tributions is unusually sharp. 


Both John W. Davis and Presi- 


dent Coolidge have announced that 
contributions will be received 
only 


with the understanding that they in- 
volve no promises to dispense political 
or governmental favor later on. Mr. 
Coolidge has~~gone even a step further 
in insisting that his campaign man- 
agement incur no deficit for he real- 
izes that rrroch of the irregularity 
connected with campaign contribu- 
tions In the past has occurred 
after 


election, when large sums are easily 
obtained from men who want 'to be 
In favor with a new administration. 
The Democrats who were left with a 
deficit in 1920 were able to clear 
it up only after four years of patient 
effort culminating in their sale of 
box seats in* Madison-Square Garden 
last June. 


LARGE DEFICITS 


The Republicans had one of the 


largest deficits ever incurred in 1920 
after the election of President Hard- 
ing and: it took the personal interven- 
tion of Mr. Harding to prevent the 
contribution of excessive sums from 
individual sources. 


The subject of finance is a tick- 


lish one to all parties. None of the 
managers like to discuss it or see it 
discussed. They all need the money 
and they are not alway too particu- 
lar about where it originates. The 
respective nominees are the only 
ones who really worry, for when in- 
vestigating committees get to work 
it is they who are embarrassed. 


There is one way that has been fol- 


lowed in the past and may be In the 
present campaign to avoid complica- 
tions in connection with the collection 
and distribution of campaign funds. 
It Is the state committee plan. Tile 
federal government has jurisdiction 
over funds contributed specifically for 
the electioon of federal officials. 
It 


has nothing to say about money spent 
in state campaigns. If a man wants 
to contribute $200,000 for the national 
campaign he may find himself in the 
public eye and subject to call by an 
investigating committee later on as 
that sum is considered excessive, but 
if he feels like contributing $10,000 to 
the campaigns in 20 states, the mat- 
ter may not even be reported by the 
national chairman to the Investigating 
committees of congress. 
The money 


is presumably given for state purpos- 
es, the election of governor and legis- 
ators. But there is no law to prevent 
a state committee from spending any 
sums it pleases to help the national 
ticket. 
Money spent 
for 
national 


purposes by a state committee is like- 
wise not within the jurisdiction or 
state tribunals. 


MONET IS L.TTMPED 


No careful watch is kept on how 


money is spent anyhow. It is lumped 
under general head such as advertis- 
ing, publicity, promotion, printing and 
what not. The item of "workers at 
the polls" is frequently camouflaged, 
thought in some states in the past 
as high as ten and fifteen dollars have 
been distributed on election day 
to 


tens of thousands of voters whose 
business it is to persuade members of 
their families and friends to vote as 
they do. No line can be drawn 
as 


money is given to "workers" who do 
the persuading for national tickets at 
the same time they take- care of local 
nominees. 
It is not easy to gather 
statistics 


of what Is spent in a national cam- 
paign. The records in congress show 
onlv the sums collected through the 
Republican and Democratic national 
committees and dispensed by them. 
It might be a different story and a 
different 
campaign 
If nil 
money 


handled by state committees were un- 
der the same scrutiny.

ton 
has resulted 
in such a great 


amount of "red tape" that, although 
the season is almost over, less than a 
half mile of sewers has been contract- 
ed for. Xot a foot of dirt has as yet 
been excavated for the laying of sew- 
era. 


Bids have been 
advertised for on 


more than 
two additional miles of 


sewers, and the city engineer has been 
ordered to prepare plans and specifl. 
cations on nearly a mile more with a 
view to Jetting 
further jobs. It is 


doubful whether the entire program 
can be completed this fall on account 
of the delay caused by the red tape 
required by law. 


In past years, if property owners 


on a certain street petitioned for sew- 
ers, they could obtain much prompter 
action on the part of the council. An 
examination of the statutes, however, 
showed that the city was not taking 
the correct legal steps preparatory to 
authorizing sewers. 
It 
was found 


that under the new general city char- 
ter law. the board of public works 
must investigate the need of sewers 
and hold hearings for the assessment 
of benefits nnd damages, just as it 
does on paving projects. This factor. 
In addition to the piece-meal method 
of authorizing sewers, is responsible 
for the fact that no sewers have as yet 
beer, dug this year.

TWO METHODS OPEN 


A sewer project may be initiated ei- 


ther by petition from the property 
owners or by resolution in the com- 
mon council. The matter is first re- 
ferred to the street and bridge com- 
mittee for investigation. The .commit- 
tee inspects the street to see if there 
are enough houses in the territory for 
which a sewer has been asked. 


If the committee reports favorably 


on the project, the city engineer is 
authorized to prepare plans and spec- 
ifications. When these have been sub- 
mitted to the council and accepted by 
that body, the project Is next referred 
to the board of public works with in- 
structions to advertise for bids and to 
hold public hearings for the purpose 
of assessing benefits and damages to 
the owner of abutting properties. 


NOTICE OF HEARING 


The board of public works reviews 


the property and gives a ten-day no 
tice of a public hearing. Within three 
days after the expiration of that time 
the board 
convenes for a hearing 


and determines the 
apportionments, 


but later "may"make changes In the 
assessments. 


A final report Is then submitted by 


the board to the council which then 
orders the city clerk to give notice o? 
a public hearing 
to be held by the

er's business along permanent lines. The 
farmer will not benefit from any meas- 
ures if it continues to be necessary for him 
to look periodically for relief to the gov- 
ernment. His aim should be to organize 
his business, the biggest business of all, 
so that it will be on a solid basis, and he 
will be independent of legislatures, poli- 
ticians and the public.

boy of 14 is in the hands of the constable • 
because he has been scattering tacks and 
screws along a much-traveled highway 
adjacent to town, much to the damage of 
automobile tires and otherwise compara- 
tively good dispositions. He had no feel- 
ing of ill-will against machine or driver, 
just liked to hear the hiss of air-filled 
tires and the vocal outbursts of outraged 
autoists. He liked "the thrill" of it. 


A young man in New York has been 


caught by the police, after a long quest. 
He had set fire to some 20-odd empty 
houses. He was possessed by an irresisti- 
ble desire to hear the clatter of fire ap- 
paratus, the shouts and screams of men 
and women and to see the rush of crowds 
and the roll of the ominous smoke. He 
liked "the thrill" of it. 


The " thrill" business seems to be on 


the increase, but. even at that, it stands 
out- distinctively because it is exceptional. 
Keaction from it will come in due time, as 
always is the case, and law and good 
order will prevail.

HAPPY AUTUMN DAYS 


Now that vacation time te flying past but not too 


fast for vacation danger* to keep up. we had bet- 
tor brush up or. a few first aid essentials. 


If anybody neglects o breathe, by reason of 


drowning, asphyxiation, electric shock, or narcotic 
poisoning, don't play the disgraceful • part of the 
helpless "bystander waiting for the arrival of some 
spectacular machine. Make tho victim breathe by 
applying prone pressure (Schaefer's) method of ar- 
•tiflcial respiration or resuscitation, which la simple 
enough for any Intelligent child to do and at least 
as efficacious as any machine as yet 
available. 


Here Is the way, as Schaefer himself describes it: 


"It consists In laying the subject In the prone 


posture (which means belly on the ground), with 
a thick folded garment or blanket or pillow under- 
neath the chest and epigastrium. The operator puts 
himself athwart or at the side of the subject, facing 
his head, and1 places his hands on each side over 
the lower part of the back. Ho then slowly throws 
the weight o'f his body forward to bear upon his 
own arms and thus presses upon the thorax of the 
subject and forces air out of the lungs. This being 
effected he gradually relaxes the 
pressure 
by 


bringing his own body up again to a more erect 
position, but without moving his hands." 


The removal of pressure enables the chest to 


expand again from Its own elasticity, and air is 
drawn into the lungs. The movement should be 
kept up for as long as may be necessary, at the 
rate of about 15 times a minute. Anyone who is 
not prepared to apply this life saving treatment in 
an emergency ought to be punished1 for negligence. 


Wherever one may go on vacation there should 


always be a vial of tincture of iodine at hand. This 
should be used to smear, swab or paint every cut, 
bruise or abrasion as soon as possible, without 
any attempt to wash the wound with water or 
other liquid, and having applied the Iodine immedi- 
ately cover the wound with a sterile dressing, be it 
collodion, gauze and bandage, adhesive plaster, or 
sterile petrolatum. 
In an emergency, too. where one must drink 


water from a questionable source, the danger of 
typhoid infection may be obviated by adding to 
each quart of water one drop of tincture of iodine 
| and 
fore „ - _ . _ . . . . 
is used for the emergency disinfection of water for 
drinking, but the tincture of iodine has been found 
efficacious for this purpose- and recommended by 
the United States Public Health 
Service. 
Tho 


drinking of a quart or two of water so treated 
would not give one more iodin than is good for the 
health generally. 
In my judgment, or at least so far as I should be 


concerned in my own case or the- case of my own 
child, the first aid application of tincture of iodln 
as described for ordinary wounds above is equally 
effective first aid treatment for the scratches or 
bites of animals, except the bite of a poisonous 
snake. 
A touch with half strength tincture of Iodine or 


with a mixture of the .tincture and water, equal 
parts. Is a good remedy and relief for the itching 
and burning of insect bites. 
I had intended to include Ivy poisoning In this

tion; The sin that caused Milton's 
angels to fall played a great part In 
scorching the characters of these 
American characters.

Curiously all the men under con- 


sideration were believers In God, But- 
ler points out. History execrates some 
of them as human devils but they 
all looked upon themselves as moral 
beings and believers in religion. Ev- 
en Tom Paino. popularly regarded as 
an atheist, did riot consMcr himsalf 
such. 


Ono characteristc that all had In 


common was an unusual facility In 
the use of words. Bradford makes 
much of this fact. He thinks that 
most of them substituted words for 
reaiitles In their lives and thus allow- 
ed more words to damage their souls. 
Even John 
Brown. He 
committed 


atrocious crimes but ho called the 
crimes executions and thus palliated 
them. 


"Damaged Souls" is a fascinating 


study even when a reader does not 
agree with Bradford's conclusions In 
any given case. The plan of the book 
is at least worth while.

covered near Salt Lake City. Utah, 
It has spread into Idaho. Wyoming 
and Nevada. 
It has ~nia'de such In- 


roads on the hay Industry that the 
government now has experts 'in the 
west studying the habits of the worm 
and insect to determine tho best meth- 
od of controlling, if not "exterminat- 
ing, it. 


In Nevada and Idaho federal and 


state authorities 
have 'concentrated 


their war on the weevil. "Around the 
Boise valley. Idaho, some 30.000 acres 
of hay wero sprayed and in "Nevada, 
where the weevil. came but a few 
years ago. G50 acres were sprayed. 


This work has been done 'under su-. 


pervisiori of Sterling' J. Snow, who 
first took up the fight against the 
weevil In Utah. 


"In Idaho conditions have been so 


bad that two sprayings were necest 
sary this year." says Snow. 


SPRAVDCG AXD DUSTING 


"The type of machine most satis- 


factory is a traction which sprays a 
swatho 20 feet wide.

with the calcium arsenic powder was

Breast-feeding is the beet .health 


investment for babies. Eleven bottle- 
fed babies die from summer complaint 
to one that Is breast-fed. 
Furthermore, it is a great advantage 
in hot summer weather. Any danger 
of contaminated milk or of milk that 
gets sour is thus avoided. There are, 
however, certain precautions that 
ehould be 
observed for 
both 
the 


breast-fed baby and his mother. 


Regular feeding is more important. 


The baby should be fed by the clock. 
Tho intervals between feedings should 
be at least three hours. Many babies 
do well on a four-hour schedule, even 
from birth: and most babies can go on 
a four-hour 'schedule by the third 
or fourth month. 


The mother should have an addi- 


tional 
amount of rest 
during hot 


weather, inasmuch as sufficient rest 
and recreation will help to make good 
milk, or an extra rest period durins 
the day will help to keep her baby 
well. She should be especially care 
ful to see that her diet is well selec 
ted and that she does not eat foods 
which are spoiled or which would in 
any way upset her own digestion. 
She should have plenty of milk, fruit 
and vegetables. In Summer it is of- 
ten easier to take the milk Jn the 
form of cold drinks, such as milk 
chocolates. 


Weaning 
babies in hot 
weather 


should be avoided. If the weaning- 
time would naturally come during the. 
Summer months. It Is wise to plan 
ahead, to visit the doctor and obtain 
his advice as to whether it would_be 
wiser to wean the baby early or to 
continue 
breat-feeding until 
cooler 


weather comes. If the baby must be 
weaned In hot weathsr, it should be 
done under the closest supervision of 
the doctor. 


The bottle-fed baby 
needs 
much 


greater care and attention during the 
Summer than the breast-fed baby, 
The question of the choice ef jnilk 
nnd its handling is of great impor- 
tance. The best milk obtainable should 
be used-—.that is, certified milk, if 
possible. Jts use, especially in hot 
weather, will mean a savins: of mon- 
ey and trouble.

It is easy to contaminate even the 


purest milk by carelessness in hand- 
ling it in the home. It should never 
be allowed to stand on ths doorstep, 
but should be put immediately on ice, 
in the botle. When there is any ques- 
tion concerning the source of hand- 
ling of the milk. It should be pas- 
teurized or scalded.—From The De-
